I was very much pleased 
with the ciosing examination of the fall term. In some re- 
spects it excelled all others under my control. This is_ es- 
pecially true of the classes in arithmetic, the advanced class of 
which I consider the superior of any similar class in town. 
This, in itself, speaks volumes for teacher and scholars. 


TOWN HOUSE SCHOOL. 


One term taught by Mrs. Emma Jewell. Length of term 9 
weeks ; wages of teacher per. month including. board, $18 
whole number of pupils 20 ;average daily attendance 173; num- 
ber attending to reading, spelling and penmanship 15, arithme- 
tic 13, geography 10, grammar 2, history 4. The scholars in 
this school are the most of them guite young and not se far ad- 
vanced as in some of the other schools, but they studied hard 
and had a good teacher and the result’ was a successful term of 
school. 


SHEPHERD HILL. 

Length of term g 
weeks ; wages of teacher including board $20. Whole number 
of pupils 16, average daily attendance 14. Number attending 
to reading and spelling 16, grammar 4, penmanship 5, arithme- 
tic 12, geography 12. Miss Estes is a good disciplinarianand a 
hard working teacher ; she was considered by the parents as the 
most successful téacher that had been employed there for a num- 
ber of years in which opinion I fully agree. 

EAST HOLDERNESS. 


Two terms, taught by Mrs. Callie Baker. Length of summer, 

weeks ; wages of teacher per month including board $17 ; 
whole number of pupils 11 ;average daily attendance 10; num- 
ber attending to reading and spelling 11, history 4, penman- 
ship g, arithmetic 10, geography 7, grammar 6, physiology 2. 
Length of fall term 13 weeks ; wages of teacher per month in- 
cluding board $18. Whole number of pupils 13, average daily 
attendance 12; number attending to reading, spelling and arith- 
metic 13 3 penmanship IT, geography and grammar 6, history 
2, composition 7, physiology 2.As I was by mistake misinform- 
ed as to the date that the school closed I visited it earlier in the 
term than I should otherwise have done; it made no material 
diflerence only in this, not giving the scholars a chance to re- 
view but they passed a good examination and showed they had 
not wasted their time. Mrs. Baker is the most successful 
teacher that has been employed in this school of late years. 


COXBORO’. 


One term. Length of term 13 weeks; seven weeks of term 
taught by Miss Anna Grant, when owing to sickness she was 
obliged to resign the school, and the remaining six weeks were 
taught by Mrs. S. J. Hawkins. Wages of teacher per month 
including board, $20.

One term taught by Miss Annie L. Estes. Length of term, 
13, weeks; wages of teacher per month, including board, $22. 
Whole number of pupils, 33; average daily attendance, 19; 
number attending to reading and spelling, 32, arithmetic, 27, 
seosraphy, 21, grammar, 5, physiology, 12. This was the 
first term in the new school house, and was composed of Dis- 
tricts No. 4, 5 and 8. The term did not commence until the 
middle of November, as the school house was not completed 
until that time. The scholars were scattered over a large ter- 
ritory, and on account of this and the bad weather and roads, 
and the prevalence of whooping cough, the attendance was 
very irregular. The closing examination showed a _ gooa de- 
gree of progress by such scholars as attended school regularly. 
Miss Estes is a successful teacher, and if scholars do not learn 
it will be no fault of hers.

Last year under the old school svstem. in the ten schools 
supported wholly by Holderness money, with about the same 
amount of school money as this year, exclusive of the amount 
given for board of teacher last year, andin two of the dis- 
tricts the whole amount of board was given. There were 144 
weeks of school, which, divided among the ten districts gives 
an average of 14.4 weeks of school to each district. This year 
there were 139 weeks of school keptin town. Inthe sum- 
mer there were seven terms, and in the fall six terms. Divid- 
ing 139 by 6 1-2, gives an average of 21 5-13 weeks to each 
school, a balance in favor of this year of over seven weeks to 
a school. Every scholar in town, except in the Coxboro’ and 
True schools, has had a chance to attend school twenty-two 
weeks. Inthe True school, there were about twenty weeks. 
ln the Coxboro’ district, there was one term of thirteen weeks, 
which was nearly three weeks more than last year. There 
were only two or three scholars there, and the parents did not 


wish to carry them to any other school, so we had one term of 


thirteen weeks. 

The law compelling scholars to ‘attend school has been 
evaded to some extent this vear. The law on this subject is 
very strict, and the School Board are liable to prosecution and 
fine for neglecting or refusing to enforce the law. We hope 
that this warning willl ve sufficient, and that next year the eva- 
sion of the law will not be attempted. 

The entire amount of school money including the Literary 


fund, 784 1nd °85 of East Holderness, was $827.82. Of this 


mount the law at eee the use of twenty-five per cent. for 


the purpose of conveying scholars to and frem school. The 
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whole amount paid for such purposes, including sixty-two cents 
for tuition of a scholar in Campton, was $41.62, a little over 5 
per cent. of school money, and no scholar has been obliged to 
walk morethan one and one half miles toschool. While 
twenty-one weeks of school are better than fourteen, yet I feel 
that it is not enough, and I hope to live to see the time when we 
shall have from twenty-five to thirty weeks per year to a school, 
which I think is enough, as more wearies the scholars, and isa 
waste of money. 

Now a word to teacher and scholars in regard to the studies 
pursued and their application. Thereis one thing that I 
would impresson the mindsof teacher and scholars. Go 
thorough in all the studies ; go thoroughly if you go slowly. It 
is of vastly more importance that scholars should thoroughly 
understand what they go over, than to go through their 
books simply for the gratification of saying they have been 
through, when they cannot answer a question or go to the 
blackboard and solvea problem in fractions or percentage. I 
there is anything I dislike when I am_ visiting schools, it is to 
ask a scholar a question or send them to the board to do a_ prob- 
lem and have them reply, ‘‘I don’t know,” or ‘‘I can’t solve it 
because I have not been over the first part of the book this 
term.” Well, what if you havn’t? Ascholar should be able 
to answer a question or solve a problem in any part of the book 
preceding the place they are studying at thetime of examina- 
tion, and itis the duty of teachers to see that they are able to 
doso. At the beginning ofa term ofschoola scholar should 
never be allowed to commence a book beyond where they have 
athorough knowledge of such book, and if they areit is the 
fault of the teacher and the pupil.
